Watches on the Roskopf system (metal watches) find the 
readiest sale; the prices fetched are very low. ‘The watches 
are imported in boxes of six at from Ills.

the box.

tender, or in any other way) for the development of British trade 
in the Dominions to which they are accredited ; and to report from 
time to time (if necessary by telegraph) on all other matters of 
commercial interest, including changes in Customs duties and 
regulations, financial and trade conditions, foreign competition, 
changes in regard to means of transport, legislation affecting trade 
and commerce, and similar matters. Some part of the information 
so received is (at the discretion of the Commercial Intelligence 
Branch) distributed in the manner described on p. 247 under the 
heading “ Confidential Information.”

The Commissioners (as well as the local correspondents—a list

for information should in the first instance be addressed to the 
Commercial Intelligence Branch, as much valuable time may often 
be saved thereby. The Branch is frequently in a position to give 
the desired information at once, and in other cases the inquiry is 
immediately forwarded to the proper Commissioner to be dealt with. 





BRITISH TRADE ABROAD. 


Bolivia, Oruro.—The following information is from the report by 
the British Vice-Consul at Oruro (Dr. J. R. Smith) on the trade of 
that district in 1909, which will shortly be issued :— 

With the activity in railway construction there has been an in- 
creased demand for such articles as picks, shovels, steel, light rails 
and cars, and food-stuffs for the workmen. Of these articles, hand 
cars, rails and wheelbarrows are imported from the United States. 
Of the food-stuffs, tinned meats and tinned fish are imported mostly 
from the same source, while preserved jams, pickles and cheese 
come from the United Kingdom. There has been an increased 
sale of British saddlery, leggings, boots (especially cheap 
heavy miners’ boots) and British leather goods in general. It 
is believed that the demand for British goods in general is 
mcreasing, the reason being that the difference in price in Bolivia 
between a good article and an inferior one is comparatively much 
less there than in Europe, since the original cost of production is 
not of so much account in fixing the selling price as are the freight 
and duty, which are almost the same on articles of all qualities, 
the duty being levied in percentages of values fixed by the Cus- 
toms for given articles independently of the invoice value. Small 
supplies from the United Kingdom of such articles as waterproofs, 
shirts, neckties, hosiery, &&. have had an almost immediate 
clearance. 

Of the British goods generally stocked and in demand may be 
mentioned all kinds of mining material, picks, shovels, iron, steel, 
screening, bolts, nuts, rivets, belting, furniture, cotton goods, 
carpets, hardware, fine cutlery, &c.; and of Irish goods, linen, 
rope, ginger ale and soda water, and a small quantity of Irish 
whisky. 

The great hindrance to the progress of British trade is, in the 
Vice-Consul’s opinion, the almost complete absence of British 
traders who sell British goods only, and the scarcity of visiting 
agents.

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POSSIBILITIES OF WHEAT PRODUCTION IN 
MANCHURIA. 


H.M. Acting Commercial Attaché at Peking (Mr. H. H. Fox) 
has forwarded a précis of an article on the subject of wheat 
growing in Manchuria by Mr. E. C. Parker, Chief of the Bureau 
of Agriculture at Mukden, from which the following information is 
extracted :— 

The area of Manchuria is approximately 360,000 square miles, 
with an estimated population of from 10 to 12 millions. The 
present annual production of wheat is about 10 million bushels, 
which might be increased, Mr. Parker thinks, to from 300 to 400 
million bushels, even with the primitive methods of native cultiva- 
tion. 

The soil and climate are as favourable for wheat production as 
in the valley of the Mississippi. ‘The native wheats are chiefly of 
the bearded and smooth chaff type; but fife, blue stem and 
Canadian club types are also seen. Although the region is 
naturally favourable for wheat production, the crop has never been 
extensively grown, chiefly because the yield of wheat is less per unit 
of land than that of millet, sorghum, or maize, and these foods are 
better adapted to the standard of life and the purchasing power of 
the Chinese family. Of late years, however, there has been a notice- 
able growth in the consumption of wheat among the Chinese 
throughout China, and in Manchuria in particular a strong demand 
for wheat flour has arisen since the Russo-Japanese war. At first 
this demand was supplied chiefly by the United States of America ; 
but in 1909, on account of the high price of American flour 
owing to the depreciation of silver and of the increased production 
of the Shanghai and Manchurian mills, the import practically 
ceased. 

Flour is produced by steam roller mills at Harbin, Changchun, 
Hailin andShuangchengpu under Russian management, at Ninguta, 
Aseho and Kirin under Chinese management, and at Tiehling under 
Japanese management. In 1909, according to steamship and 
railway statistics, 5,400,000 bushels of wheat passed into Harbin, 
of which 3,600,000 bushels were milled locally and 1,800,000 
bushels were exported by the Sungari River to Siberia. 

The milling of wheat in Manchuria is increasing rapidly, and 
Mr. Parker considers that, with cheap wheat, cheap labour, and low 
transportation charges, the Manchurian mills, with the steam mills 
at Shanghai, must inevitably capture the flour trade of the Far 
Kast. 

In January, 1910, No. 1 wheat was worth at the mills 84 cents 
U.S. gold (8s. 6d.) per bushel, and at harvest time wheat was selling 
for 66 cents gold (2s. 9d.) per bushel. The highest and lowest 
prices recorded during the past three years have been 56 cents gold 
(2s. 4d.) and 84 cents gold (3s. 6d.) per bushel. In Mukden 
“second patent” flour trom the Japanese Tiehling mills was 
sold in August last at 3.93 dollars gold (16s. 44d.) per barrel of 
196 lbs., and flour from the Russian mills at Harbin of similar 


quality at 4.08 dollars (17s.) per barrel. 
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Possibilities of Wheat Production in Manchuria,

FISHING INDUSTRY OF JAPANESE SAKHALIN 
(KARAFUTO). 

The British Acting Vice-Consul at Hakodate (Mr. W. M. Royds) 
has furnished the following information regarding the fishing 
industry in Japanese Sakhalin (Karafuto) :-— 

In view of the fact that the price of salted salmon-trout and 
salmon is declining year by year, it is proposed to bring fresh fish 
from Karafuto to the Japanese market, and arrangements are being 
made by one firm to charter a ship, fitted with cold storage, for the 
purpose. 

At Rakumaka, some seven miles north of Mauka on the west 
coast, the centre of the chief fishing district, there is a Government 
Marine Products Experimental Station, which was established in 
May, 1908, at a cost of 18,5001. Here experiments are carried on 
with various methods of fish-curing, &c., and a large plant has been 
installed for the production of fish manure. This plant, which is 
worked by means of coal from the State coal mines farther north, 
is capable of a daily production of 600 bushels of fertiliser. Great 
quantities of herrings are caught off the coast in the spring, and 
it is chiefly from this fish that the fertiliser is made. About 
7,000 bushels of fish manure were produced in the spring of 1910. 

Experiments are being made at the Experimental Station in 
the preparation of salmon roe after the manner of caviar, which it 
closely resembles in form and taste. It is said that this can be 
done very cheaply. 

On the west coast of Karafuto there are over fifty small private 
fish-canning factories in operation, tinning chiefly crabs, salmon- 
trout and salmon. Owing to the stress of competition, it has 
recently been decided, provided that a subsidy can be obtained 
from the Karafuto Administration, to combine all these small 
concerns in one company, with a capital of 250,000 yen (about 
25,5001.). 

The total output of canned fish in 1909 in the Mauka district 
was 11,404 boxes (of 48 tins each) of crabs, valued at 15,000/., and 
125 boxes of other fish, valued at 100/. At Odomari and on the 
east coast also there are canning factories. ‘The chief products of 
the east coast are salmon and salmon trout, and of the west coast 
herring and crabs. 

The fishing industry of Karafuto is looked upon as a permanent 
one, but, in spite of the stringent regulations now in force, it is anti- 
cipated that the catch will diminish in the future, as it shows signs 
of doing already, and as has been the case with the Hokkaido 
fisheries and those of the rest of Japan. (C, 8,187.)

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PROPOSED TARIFF CHANGES. 


STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 


With reference to the notice which appeared on p. 177 of the 
‘‘ Board of Trade Journal” of 23rd July, 1908, 
relating to the provisions of the ‘ Deleterious 
Drugs Ordinance, No. 14 of 1907,” the Board 
of Trade have now received the text of a Bill 
which has been introduced into the Legislative 
Council of the Straits Settlements, and read a 
second time on 9th September, 1910, for the purpose of repealing 
the above-mentioned Ordinance, and, at the same time, laving 
down certain amended regulations with regard to the importation 
and sale of deleterious drugs and hypodermic syringes in the 
Colony. 

Under this Bill, it is proposed, inter alia, that the exclusive right 
of importing and exporting deleterious drugs and syringes shall be 
vested in the Principal Civil Medical Officer. Any licensed prac- 
titioner or licensed chemist may, however, deliver to the Principal 
Civil Medical Officer, for transmission to any person or firm outside 
the Colony to whom or to which the same may be addressed, a 
written order to forward to such Officer at the cost of, and for the 
use of, such licensed practitioner or licensed chemist deleterious 
drugs and syringes as specified in the order. 

Medical officers of H.M.’s army and navy who are in the Colony 
on full pay shall not, however, be prevented from importing or 
rs, gga deleterious drugs and syringes in the course of their 

uty. 

The Bill also proposes to restrict, by a system of licences, the 
sale, possession and use of deleterious drugs and syringes. 

The term “ deleterious drugs” is held to include :— 

Morphine and all salts of morphine and preparations contain- 
ing morphine and any alkaloid or salt of an alkaloid of 
opium and any solution or preparation thereof, but not 
including any preparation of opium or any preparation in 
which opium forms an ingredient which preparation is used 
or intended to be used for smoking, chewing, or swallowing 
or for external use. 

Cocaine or eucaine, or any analogue, including their salts, 
solutions and preparations. 

The Governor-in-Council may make rules exempting any patent 
or other articles containing deleterious drugs from the operation of 
the proposed Ordinance.

In this Order it is stated that mole trouserings in the piece are 
imported containing up to 30 lbs. of weighting or filling per piece 
of 80 yards. Pure moleskins contain no weighting. 

lt has been decided that weighting or filling in this class of 
material cannot be regarded as an “ordinary dressing,” and its 
presence must be set out in the “ trade description ” in conformity 
with the Commerce Regulation 8 (2). 


OrvdER No. 1,304. 


It is provided in this Order that hemp and rape seed not coming 
under the provisions of Order No. 1525* are to be regarded as 
‘“aericultural seed” and required to bear the prescribed “trade 
description.” ‘The marking of such seeds need not, however, be 
insisted upon until after lst January, 1911. 

OrpDER No. 1,505. 

This Order states that suntlower seed is to be regarded as an 
‘“acricultural seed” for the purposes of the import provisions of the 
Commerce Regulations. 

{These regulations require that the “ trade description ” shall state 
the names of the seeds and their condition as to soundness, 
cleanness and newness. |

Invoices in triplicate, 
however, made out in Spanish, dated, and signed 
should be forwarded by the shippers of goods to 
the consignee in Costa Rica, even if the goods shipped are free of 
duty on importation into the Republic. The invoices should 
contain the following particulars:— 

Name of shipper, vessel, and captain, 

Port of destination, 

Name of consignee (or “ to order,” as the case may be), 

Name of person or persons for whose account the shipment 

is made,

on a new Welland Canal. It is proposed to 
buiid an entirely new canal, some 22 miles long, from a point 
about 6 miles west of Port Colborne, having its outlet at the 
mouth of the Jordan River. 

The present Welland Canal has two entrances from Lake 
Ontario at Port Dalhousie, from which place to Allanburg, a 
distance of 113 miles, there are two separate lines of canal; from 
Allanburg to Port Colborne, a distance of 15 miles, there is only 
one channel. From the head of the Welland Canal there is deep 
water navigation for a distance of 580 miles through Lake Erie, 
the Detroit River, Lake St. Clair, the St. Clair River, Lake Huron 
and River St. Mary to the Sault Canal. (24,124.) 





RUSSIA. 


H.M. Commercial Attaché at St. Petersburg (Mr. H. Cooke) 
Freight Rates reports that, according to the official “‘Com- 
mercial and Industrial Gazette” of 16th October, 
the Railways Tariff Committee has passed 
resolutions abolishing in principle, from 1st/14th 
August, 1911, the higher freight charges 
imposed at ‘T’cheliabinsk on all Siberian grain 
crossing the Urals to European Russia; the 
existing charges are to continue in force till that date. The 
Committee has passed a further resolution to the effect that, with 
the abolition of the break at T’cheliabinsk, it is not desirable that 
the general European-Russian freight scheme should be applied to 
the carriage of Siberian grain to Kuropean Russia. The freights 
to be imposed are to be the subject of consideration later. 

‘he one exception hitherto made from the higher rates, says 
Mr. Cooke, was in favour of Siberian grain exported abroad, 
largely by the Perm-Kotlass railway to the Northern Dwina and 
thence to Archangel for shipment to Great Britain; in this 
way, in good seasons, from four to six million pouds (64,000 to 
96,000 tons) have been exported. The proposed change, which 
might possibly involve the cessation of this exceptional treatment, 
so far as Archangel is concerned, might considerably affect this 
traffic, to the advantage perhaps of St. Petersburg, receiving 
Siberian wheat by the Viatka-Vologda line, or of other Baltic 
ports, all open for navigation longer than Archangel. _—(, 8,731.)

The imposition of a fine is notified either to the consignee of the 
goods, or to the captain of the ship which carried them, according 
to the nature of the error in question. Should it be desired to 
protest against the fine, a petition must be handed to the local 
Customs Authorities by the interested party within fifteen days of 
his being notified of the imposition of the fine. Such petition 
must give the name and domicile of the petitioner, the facts of the 
case, and the legal grounds on which a remission is appealed for; 
and it must be accompanied by such documents (bills of lading, 
manifests &c.) as the petitioner desires to bring forward as evidence 
for his contention. (C. 8,444.)

~cclardon gang ding the Spanish Shipping Law of 1909 
tentang baw. amending the Spanish Shipping Law o 
the “‘Gaceta de Madrid” of 28rd October 
publishes a decree authorising the ‘‘ Ministerio de Fomento” to lay 
before the Cortes a Bill embodying considerable alterations in the 
Shipping Law of 14th June, 1909. An important modification in 
the Bill refers to the cancellation of the tonnage tax on Spanish 
and foreign vessels, as prescribed under Article 1 of the Law above 
referred to. It appears that the authorities have come to this con- 
clusion for the reason that this tax would tend to keep foreign 
vessels away, to the detriment of the trade of Spanish ports, 
and would also militate against the production and exportation of 
Spanish products, owing to the increase in freight charges which 
would follow. Alterations are further proposed in other Articles 
of the Law, with the object, inter alia, of reducing the bounties 
in respect of Spanish owned vessels.

private companies. The State will, under the Bill, contribute a 
considerable percentage of the capital required, and will, in return, 
participate proportionately in the profits that eventually accrue. 
The concessions to be granted will in no case extend over more 
than 99 years. The concessionaires will have a month to inform 
the Government as to the companies to whom the concession may 
be ultimately transferred. ‘The companies so formed are to be domi- 
ciled in Spain, and to be subject to Spanish law.

H.M. Consul-General at Barcelona (Mr. J. F. Roberts) reports that 
' the pilotage charges at that port have been in- 
wustage one creased by 10 pesetas for all vessels. The mooring 
Moaring Charges charges for vessels of over 2,000 tons gross 
at Baresiens. tonnage have been increased to 20 pesetas for 
vessels of from 2,000 to 3,000 tons, with an additional 5 pesetas 
for every 1,000 tons over 3,000. The new charges came into force 
on 3rd September last. (C. 8,559.) 





PERU. 


H.M. Minister at Lima reports that in a recent message to 

; Congress the President of Peru made the 
wy following references to projected railways in 
s=xtension. the Republic :— 

A Bill sanctioning the construction of a railway from Goil- 
larisquisga to Pucalpa, on the upper Ucayali river, (see ‘‘ Board of 
Trade Journal” of 21st July last, p. 140) is recommended to 
Congress. The length of the line is estimated at 435 kiloms. 
(about 270 miles), and the cost, including rolling stock, at 
3,125,115/. 

A contract has been made with the Peruvian Corporation for the 
survey for a line from a point on the Juliaca-Cuzco railway to the 
navigable waters of the Madre de Dios (see “ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 7th April, 1910, p. 11), the survey to be completed 
within thirteen months. On learning the result, the Government 
may apply to Congress for permission to negotiate with the 
Corporation for the construction of the line. 

The survey by German engineers for the projected Paita- 
Marafion railway (see ‘“‘ Board of Trade Journal” of 20th May, 
1909, pp. 393-4) shows that the shortest route covers 633 kiloms. 
(about 398 miles), The “Crémaillére” (cog-wheel) system will 
have to be adopted for 40 kiloms. (25 miles) only. The total cost 
of the line, including stations and rolling stock, is estimated at 
3,670,5002. 

The continuation of the Huancayo-Ayacucho railway has been 
suspended owing to lack of money, and a change of plan may be 
necessary. There is a United States proposal for the completion 
of the line, on the basis of an issue of bonds to bear 5 per cent. 
interest and 1 per cent. amortisation, which the Government may 
accept ad referendum. 

Proposals by Messrs. Koppel have been accepted for surveying 
the route proposed for the Cuzco—Santa Ana railway, and for 
revising the survey for the Vitor-Siguas line. 

Doubts have arisen as to the safety of the construction of the 
Chimbote-Recuay railway, which is now completed as far as the 
103rd kilom., and the Government is considering the matter with 
regard to the future. 

To facilitate communication between the rivers of the eastern 
part of the republic, plans are being prepared for a line to join 
points on the navigable waters of the Urubamba and Manu rivers.

of production are available was returned as 
7,499,228/. in 1909, as compared,with 7,861,935/. in 1908, a decrease 
of 4°6 per cent. It must be observed, however, that this fall in value 
does not denote any serious diminution in the activity displayed 
in exploiting the mineral resources of the country. The over- 
speculation of the previous years caused in 1908 an abnormal 
production of coal, the mineral mainly responsible for the 
decrease this year, leaving huge stocks to be disposed of in the 
following year, when, as a natural result, the average price per ton 
fell from 3 rs, 15 annas (5s. 3d.) to drs. 8 annas (4s. 8d.).

Bitrate of Potash. By these measures, thé right of prospecting 
for and extracting (1) fluid bitumen, mineral oil, semi-solid bitu- 
men, ozokerite and gaseous bitumen, and (2) nitrates of potash, is 
reserved to the State. The Minister of Finance may transfer the 
above rights for a fixed period of time to others. The transferee 
may not sell or mortgage the right of extraction, however, without 
the consent of the Minister. 

In the Bill dealing with petroleum and natural mineral gases, it 
is provided that licences to prospect for fluid bitumen granted 
previously to the coming into force of the proposed law shall 
remain in force with certain restrictions; but such licences shall 
give no right as regards gaseous bitumen, the search for and pro- 
duction of which shall be reserved to the State. After the coming 
into force of the law, mining rights for fluid bitumen shall only be 
granted to private persons if mining operations have been begun 
within a certain period of time on the ground of a prospecting 
licence. As regards wells of gaseous bitumen bored and in opera- 
tion before the coming into force of the law, the Mining Authorities 
shall upon request grant a “‘ reserved claim ” of 200 metres radius.

RUSSIA (POLAND). 

With reference to the notice on p. 553 of the “ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 15th September relative to the 
annual hop fair at Warsaw, H.M. Consul at 
that place (Mr. C. Clive Bayley) reports that at 
the fair, which was held on 29th September and the two succeeding 
days, the total supplies of hops offered amounted to 581,007 Ibs., 
as against 535,284 lbs. in 1909. ‘T’he supplies this year included a 
balance of 225 lbs. carried over from the 1909 stocks, as compared 
with a balance last year from 1908 of 45,278 lbs. The increase in 
the quantity of hops offered this year was principally due to the 
larger supplies sent from Volhynia, there having been only small 
sales at the hop fair at Zitomir. 

The total sales for the three days of the fair amounted to about 
244,800 lbs., as against 333,504 lbs.in 1909. The balance of unsold 
hops amounted to about 336,000 lbs. In prices, as compared with 
last year, a great falling off is to be observed, due chiefly to the 
inferior quality of the hops; all the higher grades were readily 
bought up. The following table shows the prices obtained in 1909 
and 1910 :—-

H.M. Vice-Consul at Smyrna (Mr. C. KE. Heathcote Smith) has 
furnished the following information relative to 
the cultivation of tobacco in that district :— 
Smyrna tobaccos, known commercially as 
‘Aromatic Ayasolouk,” are cultivated throughout the region 
stretching to the east and south of Smyrna, 1.e., in the districts of 
Sevdikeuy, Eudemish, Sokia, Ayasolouk, Scala Nuova, and

Melissus. During the last few years the plant has also been 
grown fairly extensively in the districts to the north of Smyrna, 
but the products of those parts are not so highly prized. 

There are at present no stocks left over in Smyrna from the 
1909 crop. The crops of the last three years were much below 
the average, while the demand for Smyrna tobacco has been 
increasing every year. ‘The total amount of the present crop 
is estimated at about 6,000,000 kilogs. (about 13,000,000 lbs.), 
the largest since 1903. Buying operations started unusually early, 
while two-thirds of the tobacco was still standing in the fields. 
From the opening sales the market was very animated owing to 
the competition of the American Tobacco Company, which sent a 
large number of new agents in different directions to make 
purchases simultaneously. Lively competition followed, and prices 
rose rapidly. The first offers were directed to villages where the 
cutting of the crop was more advanced and the tobacco considered 
better. Later, the movement became general, and all the growing 
districts were tapped, so that even inferior tobaccos which had 
been neglected during the first purchases were bought up at good 
prices. In the Eudemish district prices averaged 20 per cent. 
more than those of 1909, which themselves constituted a record, 
and in the Sevdikeuy district prices averaged as much as 25 per 
cent. more. The prices were particularly high for second and 
inferior qualities, being double and sometimes even treble those of 
last year. 

Of the 6,000,000 kilogs. available from the present crop, it is 
estimated that the American Tobacco Company and the Ottoman 
Tobacco Monopoly have taken about 4,000,000 kilogs., leaving 
barely 2,000,000 kilogs. (about 4,400,000 Ibs.) for all other dealers. 
It is extremely unlikely, remarks H.M. Vice-Consul, that this 
quantity will be sufficient, and the lack of tobacco will be still 
more keenly felt in some few months. Prices are very firm, 
with a decided tendency to rise. 

As regards quality, the whole crop is free from disease, except 
in the districts around Scala Nuova and Ak-Hissar where traces of 
‘‘bassara” have been found. The crop is by now completely 
gathered, and the drying of the leaves finished. The top leaves 
“utch” and “utchalti,” and the middle leaves “tritomana” and 
‘‘defteromana” are in general excellent, of a good light colour, and 
remarkable for their fine supple tissue and delicate veinings, while 
the ground leaves “ mana” and “dips” are, for the most part, 
weak, brittle and pale in colour. (C. 8,646.) 


MANCHURIA.

Fertilisers of all kinds are now being manufactured in Natal ; the 
demand for these is likely to increase. 

The whaling industry appears to be yielding satisfactory returns. 

Wattle growing is extending into several districts where hitherto 
it has been thought that the trees would not flourish. 

The production of starch and other articles from sweet potatoes 
is being taken up by a small company of growers lately formed 
(see preceding notice). 

Considerable quantities of candles are being manufactured. 

Bacon factories should give profitable employment for capital, 
though so far the output has not been large, only one factory of 
any importance being at work in the Colony. 

Fruit preserving and jam making should be profitable if under- 
taken by people who would encourage growers to improve their 
methods of cultivation. 

A clothing factory has been established for some years, but, so 
far, the manufacture of cloth and blankets has not been under- 
taken on a large scale, 

The great extension of railways during the last few years, and 
the construction of roads, which it is hoped will soon be under- 
taken, will remove many of the obstacles which have hitherto 
prevented the investment of capital in Natal; and, if a reliable 
supply of native labour can be arranged for, many industries 
which have hitherto been attempted only on a small scale, and 
often without much success, might be carried on upon a larger 
scale. (23,988.) 


ITALY, 


The British Acting Consul at Naples (Mr. A. Napier) reports that 
frozen meat stores at that place, which have 
hitherto been used only for supplying ships, 
have now been opened for the sale of meat 
to the public. The cells are capable of holding 
some 2,000 cwt. of meat, a capacity which could at a small outlay 
be doubled.

The collective agreements of a general trade or district character 
known to the Labour Department of the Board of Trade, of which 
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particulars are given in this volume, number 1,696, viz., 30 sliding 
scales, 563 piece price lists, and 1,108 working agreements of 
various kinds. ‘The three most important of the agreements affect 
in the aggregate nearly a million workpeople; 34 agreements 
affect numbers varying from 10,000 to 200,000; while the re- 
maining 1,659 each affect less than 10,000, and most of them 
quite small numbers of workpeople. The total number of work- 
people whose conditions of labour are specifically regulated under 
the provisions of these agreements (after allowing for workpeople 
affected by more than one agreement) is estimated to be 2,400,000. 
In addition to those directly affected there are a large number of 
other workpeople whose wages, hours of labour and other industrial 
conditions follow, and are in effect governed by, the collective 
agreements in force for the time being in the trades concerned.

The arrangement inaugurated on Ist January, 1907, whereby 
the names of British firms desirous of receiving contidential 
information as to opportunities for the extension abroad of those 
branches of trade in which they are specially interested, and as 
to other connected matters, are placed on a special Register at the 
Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade, has met 
with widespread approval, as evidenced by the steady increase in 
the number of names so registered. Formerly no charge was 
made for admission to the Register, the only requirement being 
subscription to the “ Board of Trade Journal.” The great increase 
in the number of names inscribed, and in the amount of informa- 
tion distributed has, however, rendered it necessary to make a 
small charge for the service, and accordingly firms desirous of 
utilising this source of information are now (since Ist April, 
1910) required to pay an annual fee of one guinea to the Accountant 
General, Board of Trade, Whitehall Gardens, London, S.W., for 
the service, including the swpply of the “ Board of Trade Journal,” 
instead of merely subscribing to the ‘‘ Journal,” as previously, 
through the Government Sale Agents. British firms who wish to 
have their names registered should apply in writing to the Director, 
Commercial Intelligence Branch, 73, Basinghall Street, London, 
E.C., for the necessary form of application. 

Admission to the Register and retention upon it will be, as 
heretofore, at the discretion of the Board of Trade. 

The confidential information which is communicated to firms 
upon the register is received from His Majesty’s Consular Officers 
in Foreign Countries, from His Majesty’s Trade Commissioners and 
the Imperial Trade Correspondents in the British Dominions, and 
from other sources available to the Commercial Intelligence Branch. 

It may be stated that confidential information thus received relates 
mainly to openings for British trade abroad, and is communicated 
to firms on the Register in Circular letters. During 1909, 1,104 
such Circular letters were prepared, and copies (totalling 51,816) 
were despatched to firms on the Register interested in the trades 
to which the Circular letters respectively related. 

Note.—Apart from the Special Register arrangements referred 
to above, the Commercial Intelligence Branch is always ready 
to answer enquiries on specific subjects, as far as possible, in the 
interests of British trade (see below).

Customs Regulations ; Lists of Firms Abroad engaged in particular 
lines of business in different localities; Foreign and Colonial 
Contracts open to Tender ; Sources of Supply, Prices, &c., of Trade 
Products; Forms of Certificates of Origin ; Regulations concerning 
Commercial Travellers, &c., &c. 

There is a Sample Room at the offices of the Branch, where, in 
addition to samples illustrative of reports of H.M. Consuls or of 
the Correspondents or Special Commissioners of the Board of 
Trade, specimens of special interest that may be received from 
India, the Colonies, &c., are exhibited from time to time. 

The “ Board of Trade Journal” is the principal medium through 
which intelligence collected by the Commercial Intelligence 
Branch, and intended for general information, is conveyed to 
the public. The “Journal” is issued weekly at the price of 
3d., the annual rate, inclusive of postage within the United Kingdom, 
being 15s. 2d. All applications respecting subscription, or the 
purchase of single copies, should be addressed in London to Messrs.
